The Marquette School at 4001 ‘MePherson avenue and the Carr 
Lane School and its annex at Twenty-third and Carr streets are 
veritable fire traps, in the opinion of Fire Chief Swingley and Fac- 
tory Inspector Sikes, who examined them Thursday in company 


with a Post-iDspatch reporter. 


The lives of more than 1200 pupils in them are imperiled, ihe 
investigators say, by the failure of the School Board to provide 
the highly combustible structures with fire escapes or fire extin- 


guishers. 

Building Commissioner Smith and 
Factory Inspector Sikes say sults wii! 
be m stituted to compel the Schou] 
Board to provide adequate fire protec- 
tien for the school children of st. Louis. 

In the basement of the Marquette 
school were found rags soaked with oil, 
and kindling was scattered about tho 
janitor’s room, Mr. Sikes says. Miss F. 
M. Bacon, the principal, told the tm- 
vestigators the school could be emptied 
in three minutes, the halls being 12 
feet widé. There are 22 recitation rooms 
in this school, with two kindergartens. 
Tn all there are 90 children there. The 
_ structure was gee 1 2years ago. 


Carr Lane Without Protection. 
In the main buildiwg of the Carr Lane 


school there are 838 pupils. It is delap!- 
dated in appearance, and without fire 
apparatus of any kind,~but the hatis 
And stairways are. wide. 

In the annex conditions are worse. It 
contains 300 pupiis,.in four badly venti- 
dated rooms, without fire escapes. The 
annex is heated by stoves, and the ashes 
are Gumped in a pit in the basement. 
Near the ashpit is a large pile of kin- 
diing wood. 





DISMISSALS ARE DRILLS; 
EMERGENCY UNPROVIDED FOR 


UPILS and teachers inthe 

r St. Louis public schools 

are taught to practice a 

drill at eath dismissal time— 

three. times’ each school day. 

Teachers form the pupils in line 

and march them’ out of the 
buildings at each dismissal. 

The pupils are not taught how 
to leave th buildings in order 
when emergencies arise or on a 
sudden warning, as the rules and 
regulations do not provide for it.

JAPAN REFUSES 
10 ARBITRATE 
WITH CHINESE 


Mikado Demands the Surren- 
der of ‘Seized Steamer and 
an Apology. 





March 4.—Despite the 
advices from Tokio to the effect that 
Japan will not declare war upon China 
for what is asserted in the dispatches 
as s trivial a thing as the seizure 
by the Chinese of the Japanese steamer 


Tatsu Maru, oN ls nepresenting the 
Mikado have refused te settle the mat- 
ter by arbitration as \proposed by the 
Chinese. 

For the second time China has offered 
to arbitrate. Vice-Admiral Sir Arthur 
William Moore, Commander-in-Chief of 
the British China station, Was suggested 
as a mediator. 

Mikado Threatens Eorce. 

Instead of an effort at such a #ettle- 
ment, “however, the Mikado continues 
to threaten force unless thé Chinese sur- 
render the steamer, apologize and guar- 
antee that the shippers lose nothing. 

The demand is that China buy the 
cargo which consists of arms which 
were being shipped into the country 
and consigned, it is said, to a merchant 
for use of .the Chinese revolutionists, 

It is charged that since the capture 
of the steamer other Japanese vessels 
have been carrying on contraband trade 
in the same waters in an effort to dis- 
pose. of 80,000 rifles captured from the 
Russians during the late war. 

The rifles are solid to merchants who 
have little trouble selling them to revo- 
lutionists. 

tSill Holding Steamer. 

Viceroy Chang Jen Chin of Canton is 
stil! holdir ¢ the Tatsu Maru despite the 
presence of a Japanese cruiser lying 
off the city. He Itnsists t’at he util not 
surrender the vessel until he is given 
better proof than he has at prerert 
that the ship and its cargo should not 
be confiseated.

Smith to Meet Bates. 

Building Commissioner Smith told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday that he 
would confer at once with City Counsel- 
or Bates as to what steps should be 
taken to force the School Board to put 
fire escapes on the buildings. 

In previous talks with Mr. Bates he 
was told, he says, that he could enforce 
the act of 1908 against public schools as 
well as other buildings, but that the 
procedure must be against individual 
members of the School Board having 
authority over this matter; that it must 
be shown that funds are on hand for 
the erection of fire escapes; and that 
the funds are not more needed for other 
improvements. 

Mr. Smith said that after his talk with 
-Mr. Bates he probably will direct the 
Prosecuting Attorney to begin action. 

Roderick E. Rombauer, attorney for 
the School Board, told Mr. Smith in a 
letter, when Mr. Smith began a year ago 
to try to enforce the fire-escape law as 
to school buildings, that it e¢ould not be 
made to apply to public schools, under 
the principle of law that “a statute is 
not binding on the State, the words of 
which tend to restrain one of its rights 
or interests."" The schools are held to 
be State vroperty. 

lir. Bates told Mr. Smith that, not- 
withstanding this, he could enforce the 
law, since the statute would specifically 
have excluded the schools if it had not 
been intended to apply to them. 

The School Board argues that the fire 
escapes tempt the children to play on 
them, thus endangering the pupils, and 
that they are made unnecessary by the 
width of the school stairways, halls and 
doors. 

Demanded for High School. 

Mr. Smith refused a permit last week 
for the new high school on Union boule- 
vard because no fire escapes are pro- 
vided for. The School Board agreed to 
build them unless it could get the act 
of 1903 repealed as applying to public 
schools. : | 

Dr. Frank L. Magvoon, president of 
the Board of Education, when informed 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter of Chief 
Swingley’s statement concerning the 
Marquette iischool, said: 

“So far as I know, the Marquette 
School is in as good condition as the 
rest of our older buildings. But, if 
conditions are as bad as he says, the 
public should know it. 

“The board has given especial atten- 
tion to the matter of fire protection fn 
these old buildings, and has taken out 
wooden stairways and lined hallways 
with iron. I think this has been done 
at the Marquette School. 

Says Board Will Hasten. 

“The Cleveland disaster has called at- 
tention so forcibly to this matter that 
the board wii: undcubtedly hasten to 
remedy the defects that may exist now, 
sO far as this can be done in the old 
buildings. The Building Committee, 
composed of Messrs. Colvin, Lockwood 
and Woodward, fully realizes the im- 
portance of this matter. 

“The question of closing any particu- 
lar school building has not been consid- 
ered, and I hope this will not be found 
necessary.”’

Is In Divorce Petition. 

The suggestion is made in a divorce 
petition tiled Thursday by Allen after 
he had withdrawn a petition previously 
Gled and assigned to Judge Rule’s court. 

Nothing was said in the original pe- 
tition about permitting the boy to choose 
between his parents. 

Allen was president of the General 
Service Co., which had a contract to 
make all wagon deliveries at.the Louis- 
iana Purchase Exposition. He lives at 
the Planters Hotel. 

A year ago Mrs, Allen filed a suit for 
divorce, following their separation in 
December, 1907. In defending the suit 
Allen alleged that he and his wife could 
not agree because she had “the summer 
resort habit.”

The property of the American Lead 
and Baryta Co. in Washington County, 
Mo., on which the Missouri-Lincoln 
Trust Co. loaned $600,000, has been soll 
under mortgage foreclosure for $200,000 
cash. 

The property, consisting of 26,000 acres 
of land, which was sold at Potosi, was 
purchased by the Nina Realty Co., of 
which the Rev. John L. Brandt is presi- 
dent and principal. owner. 

John Morton, who promoted many min- 
ing enterprises in -St. Louis, procured 
from the Missouri-LincolIn Trust Co. a 
loan of $690,000 on the property. 


Receiver Was Named. 


The loan was made six years ago and 
was one of the principal reasons why 
the Missouri-Lincoln directors decided 
to sell the company’s assets and retire 
from business. The Morton companies 
all went out of business in St. Louis, 
and a receiver was appointed for tltc. 
American Lead and Baryta Co. 

There is a baryta mine on the proper- 
ty, but there was little profit in its oper- 
ation. Baryta is a stone formation com- 
monly known as “tiff’ and when it is 
ground "to a fine powder it is useful as 
a pigment for paints, being substituted 
for lead. The land lies in the south- 
east Missouri lead belt, but no lead de- 
posits of any value have been discover- 
ed. 

Stockholders Lost. 


William T. Jones, of the law firm of 
Carter, Collins and Jones bid in the 
property for the Nina Realty Co. W. 
Frank Carter, now president of the 
Missouri-Lincoln Trust Co. was also re- 
ceiver for the American Lead and 
Baryta Co. 

It was brought out in a suit against 
John Morton that he sold great amounts 
of stock in the American Lead and 
Baryta Company to persons living in St. 
Louis, principally clerks, stenographers 
and school teachers. The stockholders 
in this company lost everything they

LEGAL FIGHT FOR BODY 
OF BOY KILLED IN FIRE 


CLEVELAND, O., March 5.—A 
legal fight over the charred body 
of one of the Collinwood fire vic- 
tims is threatened between the 
child’s father and his divorced 
wife. And as a result the little 
body lies at the Collinwood morgue 
guarded by an officer under orders 
from Coroner Burke. 

The child was John Rush, aged 6. 
A year ago his father, L. W. Rush, 
was divorced from his wife, Effie. 
With the decree of separation the 
Court gave the mother the custody 
of. the child. Since then the wife 
married Clinton Taylor, an em- 
ploye of the Lake Shore. 

The body was identified by his 
foster father. Later the boy’s real 
father appeared and identified the 
body also. He asserted his right to 
it. But the mother refused to sur- 
render it. The mother claimed the 
body as hers by order of the Court 
which gave her the boy when She 
got her decree ,of divorce. The 
father said he would get a writ 
of attachment if necessary,

The flames swept over the aisle while 
the women stood helpless, unable to lift 
a hand to aid the chi dren. Many of the 
women were unable to withstand the 
sight and dropped fainting te the 
ground.

Miss Ethel Rose, a teacher, whose 
pupils were among the youngest in the 
school, managed to get all -but three of

Two of the smaller ones she car- 
ried in her arms. 


Miss Anna Moran, the principal of the 
school, and two of the teachers, Miss 
Gollmar and Miss Howley, escaped by 
one of the windows in the rear. They 
remained with the panic-stricken chil- 
dren until they could do no more for 
them and then sought their own safety. 

Miss, Laura Bodey, the only teacher 
on the third floor, formed her pupils 
in line and marched them down to the 
second floor, where, finding the flames 
rushing up the stairway, she turned 
them around and hurried them back 
again to the third floor. She broke a 
window with a chair, and, getting en 
the platform of the fire escape, lifted 
out her pupils one by one. Four’ or 
five children who broke from the Iine 


she had formed and ran down the 
stairway were killed. 

















DISASTER IMPOSSIBLE IN. 
GERMANY, ARCHITECT SAYS 


BERLIN, March §.—Ludwig 
Hoffman, an architect who has 
gained much prominence in the de- 
signing of schools, declared today 
that a similar occurrence was vir- 
tually impossible in Germany. 

German school buildings are of 
the most solid construction, with 
fireproof floors and ceilings.

There are wide double (and some- 
times triple) stairways, and the 
children are drilled to march down 
them calmly.

“fT am a lonely in St. Louis,”’ said Mr. 
Nabakoff, ‘‘and the Lonely Society ap- 
pealed to me very much. I went there, 
was received cordially and joined. The 
idea of the ‘lonely society’ is distinctly 
right. In your American cities you need 
something of this sort more than in any 
other country I know. 

“In a city of the size of St. Louis 
there are thousands of young men who 
live in hall rooms and young women 
who fare even not so well. What are 
they to-do for social amusement? All 
people, whether they are 18 or 80, must 
have some social communion. Men and 
women are gregarious. If they have 
not the advantages of family commu- 
nion, with all that goes with it, they 
go into a state of lonely despondency. 
The idea of Mrs. Mustain is about the 
best that could be conceived in a city 
like this, where there are so many 
lonely people. 

Title Doesn’t Count in Ruasia. 

‘“‘Most people in this country think of 
Russia as a lonely country for the or- 
dinary person in a small town. They 
hear only of the Grand Dukes and the 
nobility. A count—what is he? The 


five Empresses made Counts of their 
favorites. Every son of every Count 
is a count, and so on ad infinitum. A 
mathematician can soon figure how soon 
the Counts might multiply. It is not a 
title that counts in Russia. 

“Since the freedom of serfs and the 
division of land, anyone who has the 
money to buy it may become a squire 
or dvorianin, and -the’ greater his 
wealth ‘the greater he is. Title has 
nothing to do with his rank then. 

In every town in Russia there is a 
dvoriansky club, or one of landowners. 
Most of the men who belong to this are 
squires, men who are in the Government 
service, university men, generally the 
educated classes. 

“The merchants who pay* taxes to 
trade are not in this class, although 
they are rich. They belone to the Ko- 
wetchensky or Merchants’ Club. Artists, 
S.wvers, doctors and all professions have 
théir class clubs. Everv class or sort of 
people has its club, and there are many 
of each class. 

Do Courting at Clubs, 

“These clubs meet every evening. The 
head of a family: is the member of the 
club, but every member of tue family 
may go to the club. There they play 
cards, on Sunday t.°* dance, and there 
all the courting is done. 

‘There is not a ‘lonely’ In all Russia. 
Every boy or girl gets into the club in 
the class to which he or she belongs. 
Here the boy or girl either goes lonely 
or seeks amusement in the dance halls 
or cheap theaters. The Russian plan is 
the better. 

“But the ‘Lonely Club’ meets all the 
requirements of the lonely persons in 
this country. I never saw so many lone- 
lies as there are in the big cities of the 
United States. It is rather pitiful. For 
the young men the saloon. for the girls 
the church or dance hall. Why not 
clubs like those of the ‘lonelies,’ where 
they might meet on a common ~round 
and get the best out of social inter- 
course. which after all, is all we live 
for whether we are red Indian, Afri- 
can or civilized white men of America."

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Mrs. Hattie E. Graybill, Milwaukee Healer, Says 
Dr. G. W. Barrett of St. Louis Was Helped 
by Her Treatment in 1891.

Hiltcn was in court as attorney for 
“Mary Locker,’ who did not appear. 
Judge Rule had Mary Loker brought 
in. She said she- had-not--requested 
Hilton to appear for her. He contin- 
ued to take an active part Mm the case 
until Judge Rule finally told him that 
his name would be stricken from the 
files as attorney of record. 

The “Matilda Locker” who ordered 
the work done was described as bear- 
ing a marked resemblance to Hilton.

sulting assassinations in this country; has caused 
another awakening on the ‘part of national and 
local authorities which, it is to be hoped, will 
Lc something more than incidental and spas- 
modic. 

It is well to debar known anarchists at the 
docks; it is well to deport aliens who preach mur- 
der, but it is even more important that we reg- 
ulate our own household. There are Americans 
who publish anarchistic newspapers and who ha- 
Litually make anarchistic speeches. 

Free speech and a free press are dear to the 
people and so is religious freedom; yet one may 
speak and print freely without suggesting mur- 
der, and one may worship as he will without en- 
gaging in criminal ‘rites. Freedom ends where 
license and violence begin, and the man of vio- 
lence, whatever his motive may be, has no right 
to seek refuge under the liberty which he has 
abused. 

In the presence of atrocities committed in the 
name of anarchy it is difficult indeed to feel 
compassion for anyone participating therein, but 
‘f such a sentiment could be evuked in any degree 
it should apply to the ignorant, bewildered, half- 
witted, bedeviled wretches who execute the bloody 
cemmands of smarter men. 

In practically all cases of anarchistic assassina- 
ticn the murderer is, a creatur2 picked for the 
purpose. For what reason? He is selected be- 
cause of his méntal defects, because of his fanat- 
icism and because of his false and vicious ideas 
of glory. Men who put forward such tools are in- 
comparably more guilty than the instruments who 
dc their will. 

Anarchy of every description is a crime and it 
is doubly so in a republic. The philosophical or 
theoretical anarchist is only an anarchist who 
is not courageous enough to practice his belief. 
Anarchy in the parlor or in the lyceum is more 
dangerous in some respects than anarchy in the 
cellar. Anarchy in good clothing, anarchy mas- 
querading in the garb of benevolence or politics, 
gives ideas to anarchy in the slums. 

The American people eliminated secession, 
slavery and polygamy from their political vo- 
cabulary. They can do the same with an- 
archy. 
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TAFT’S EXCELLENT PLATFORM. 

The Taft platform adopted yesterday in Ohio 
is a good one. To the extent that it assumes to 
te a Roosevelt platform it is creditable alike to 
Mr. Roosevelt and to his party. 

Except for two or three strictly partisan ques- 
tions such as the protective principle in the tariff 
and the reduction of Southern representation in 
Congress—the latter evidently insincere—the res- 
clutions might answer the purpose of Democrats 
as well as Republicans. 

In this instance the Ohio platform must be ac- 
cepted not only as that on which Mr. Taft would 
like to make the campaign for President, but as 
representing the principles which Mr. Roosevelt 
would wish to be associated with his administra- 
tion.

man’s Affairs. 





J. C. Hinde, a Madison lawyer, took 
charge of the affairs of the Tri-City 
State Bank at Madison Thursday, hav- 
ing been apponted receiver by Judge 
Moore of the Madison County Circuit 
Court at Edwardsville. The bank closed 
two weeks axo. 

Mr. Hinde’s first work as receiver will 
be to attempt to adjust the bank's claim 
against C. W. Burton. cashier since its 
organization four years ago. This claim 


he estimates at $4500. Burton is under 
$20,000 bond, furnished by the National 
Surety Co. 

The petition for the receiver's appoint- 
ment, filed Wednesday by Charles Herd- 
er of Madison, charges that. Cashier 
Burton misused funds of the bank. 


Offer of Settlement Refused. 

The new receiver told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday that former United 
States Senator J. R. Burton of Abilene, 
Kan., brother of the cashier, was in 
Madison a few days ago, and offered a 
plan of settlement, which the directors 
refused to accent. 

Former Senator Burton; announced, 
Mr. Hinde said, thet he had $3400 in 
cash to use in hfs Beother’s beha'f, and 
asked that he be allowed to pay $2400 
of this to the Tri-City Bank and give 
his own and his brother’s notes fer the 
reinainder. He said»the other $1000 of 
tne sum he _ had on hand would’have to 
de paid to a St. Louis bark. 


The directors declined this proposition, 
and the former senator left Madison. 


‘Mr. Burton's indebtedness to the 
bank,”’ said Receiver Hinde, speaking 
officially, after a conference with the 
directors, ‘‘consists of $5430, the vaiue 
of stock belonging to the bank, but now 
in a St. Louis bank under Lurton’s 
name; of $500, collected on another note 
and not paid to the bank: and of per- 
sonal credits in sums ‘which amount, 
with the larger sums. to $4500. 

“The directors are investigating the 
manner in which a $3400 note, on which 
$2150 was still due, signed by a St. Louis 
business man, came to be returned to 
the signer without payment to the bank. 

“A bank examiner found the note in 
possession of the man who made it, and 





recovered it from him. It was indorsed 
for a $500 payment, which the bank had 
not received. The bank now. kas the 
note, but is short the $6500. 

“A large quantity of shares in a St. 
Louis realty company is also missing 
from the bank’s vaults. The shares are 
security for a $4140 note, on which the 
bank has received $650. 

Charles Herder, on whose petition the 
receiver was appointed, is the holder of 
$3100 of the bank’s stock, and has $1000 
on deposit. His petition stated that the 
capital stoc as unimpaired, but would 
not remain so if the bank were to re- 
sume business, and that a run would oc- 
cur in that case which would result in 
dissolution. 

“Not W orrying,” Says Burton. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday 
Burton admitted that he did not know 
the signer of the $4140 note, nor where 
he lives. The name of this man is de- 
clared by some of the directors to be 
mythical. 

“The charges against me are rather 
strong,”’ said Burton, “‘but so were those 
against my brother, Senator Burton. 
He's coming out all right.” 

“I’m not worrying,” said Burton, “and 
I'm under a heavy bond. I’m not afraid 
to talk more fully, but must keep Silent 
by advice of my lawyer.” 
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This result will come from the fact 
that the measure names municipai bonds 
along with State and railroad bonds as 
a basis for emergency circulation and 
almost every Senator who has spoken 
has declared that the bill will en- 
hance the prices of the bonds named. 

Senator Hopkins of Illinois Monday 
in defending the measure from the at- 
tacks of Senator Smith of Michigan 
declared that railroad bonds had been 
added to the list because the Finance 
Committee feared that if State and mu- 
nicipal bonds only were named it would 
be easy for speculators to effect a cor- 
ner in them and run the prices-toe 
high. ; 

Smith Fights Rallroad Bonds. 

Senator Smith charged that the pur- 
pose of the measure was to create a 
market for railroad bonds which now 
have no sale. He declared that it was 
sure to give added value toe the State 
and municipal bonds. 

In proof he pointed to the experience 
of Government bonds after the Civil 
War. There was no demand for them, 
he said, until Congress passed an act 
making them a security for circulation. 
Then they were in great demand, prices 
soared and they have been active ever 
since. 

He argued that railroad bonds should 
be excluded, and that there were enough 
State and municipal‘bonds in the coun- 
try to secure the $600,000,000 emergency 
circulation made possible by thé Aldrich 
bill. He pointed to the bond issues re- 
cently made by New York and other 
American cities as adding te the tota! 
amount available. 

Other senaciors have taken the same 
stand as Senator Smith. Most of the 
Democrats and many Republicans are 
opposea to security by railroad bonds 
on the ground that it will merely help 
ae i financiers by boosting their 

They are willing that State and mu- 
nictpal bonds should stay, as the in- 
crease in their price will be of advan- 
tage to the states and cities. It is 
agreed that the measure will pass in 
some form, and that State and city 
bonds will stay in. 

How St. Louls Is Affected. 


Therein lies the prospect of a higher 
price for the recent $11,200,000 issue by 
St. Louis. 

The provision of the bill describing 
ee bonds acceptable is as fol- 
OwWws: 

“Any legally authorized bends issued 
by any city, tewn, county or other le- 
gally constituted municipality or dis- 
trict in the United States which has 
been in existence for a period of Ww 
years, and which for a period of 10 
years previous to such deposit (of 
bonds) has not defaulted in the payment 
of any part of either principal or inter- 
est of any funded debt authorized by 
it, and whose net funded indebtedness 
does not exceed 10 per centum of the 
valuation of its taxable property, to be 
ascertained by the last geen val- 
uation of property for the assessment 
of taxes.’”’
